BERLIN, Oct. 25 (AP).—More 
than 20 Generals and staff officers 
conferred for several hours in the 
Reichschancellery today, presum- 
ably in the presence of Adolf Hit- 
ler, but the subject of discussion 
was not disclosed. 
Newspapers throughout Ger- 
many took up the cry for a rélent- 
less battle after Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop’s speech in 
Danzig last night; when he indicat- 
ed the war was “on in earnest.” 
The High Command said today 
more French soldiers had been 
driven off French soil. 

An assault by German troops 
west of Voelklingen yesterday, a 
communique disclosed, caused the 
withdrawal of the French , “rear 
guards” across the border, 

The communique said: 

“West of Voelklingen enemy rear 
guards to the strength of one com- 
pany which was st'il on German 
soil were attacked and thrown back 
across the border. Otherwise no 
special actions.” 

Authoritative quarters in Berlin 
interpreted Ribbentrop’s address as 
having “definitely put an end to 
foreign reports that Germany is 
seeking peace under all circum- 
stances.” 

Newspapers featured the address 
under glaring head lines. Hitler’s 
Voelkischer Beobactiter said edi- 
torially “The dice have been cast,” 
while the Hamburger Fremdenblatt 
characterized the British as “War 
agitators” and said Germany is 
waging a war “forced upon her.” 
The Berliner Lokal Anzeiger, in 
an editorial headed, “Final Settle- 
ment,” said: “The war which En<« 
gland wanted will continue in the 
way .England desired. Beware, En- 
gland!” 

Negotiations with the Holy See 
concerning Catholic affairs in Po- 
land were said to be progressing 
normally. Technicalities for re- 
sumption of church services and 
other religious activities were be- 
ing arranged, it was said. 

No negotiations have been begun 
yet with Southeastern European 
states in regard to repatriation of 
Germans there.

BERLIN, Oct. 25.—A brand new 
doctrine of prize law was advanced 
here today in connection with the 
Nazis’ seizure of the American 
freighter City of Flint, which a 
German prize crew has been sail- 
ing around in the North Atlantic, 
the Norwegian Sea, the Arctic 
Ocean and the Barents Sea for the 
last 10 days. According to this 
doctrine, a neutral ship may be 
seized and taken in and out of 
other neutral ports by a belligerent 
prize crew at will, if the belligerent 
claims that the ship’s navigation 
charts are inadequate. 

A Nazi cruiser held up the City 
of Flint 10 days ago on the high 
seas. The ship was bound for Nor- 
way. The Germans claimed, how- 
ever, that the ultimate destination 
of the vessel was England and that 
more than half of its cargo was 
contraband, Therefore they seized 
the ship and put a prize crew on 
board.

Irle T. Schachter Failed 
to File on $2,149,721 
Gross in Six Years. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 25 (AP).— 


| Irle T. Schachter, St. Louis hand- 


book proprietor, was found by the 
United States Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, in a finding made public to- 


day, to have attempted to defraud 
the Government of $66,591 income 
taxes between 1927 and 1932, 

The board stated that Schachter 
failed to file veturns on gross 
earnings of $2,149,721 derived from 
11 St. Louis race gambling estab- 
lishments in the six years. 

Schachter’s brother, Harry 
Schachter, otherwise known as 
Brass McDonald, was named by 
the board ag being associated with 
Schachter in gambling operations 
which centered about “The Puff” 
smoke shop, 611 Pine street; St. 
| Louis.’ When the St. Louis Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue filed a lien 
against the brothers more than a 
year ago, “Brass McDonald” was 
named as the principal figure in 
the business. 

Out-of-Town Business. 


Out-of-town gambling business 
handled at the store during 1927- 
28-29 averaged $100,000 gross a 
day, the board’s findings said, and 
in addition the two brothers oper- 
ated 10 branch shops scattered over 
St. Louis to handle local betting 
business. 

Places named as being run by the 
Schachters, besides the 611 Pine 
street shop, were at 503 Pine, 612 
Chestnut street, 417 and 1208-1) 
Franklin avenue, 18 North Sixth 
street (Laclede Hotel), 620 North 
Tenth street, 5 North Eighth street, 
1710 Market street and 4206 Finney 
avenue. 

Records of the case stated that 
investigation. by internal revenue 
agents showed Schachter and his 
brother had deposited “substantial 
amounts of money from their illegal 
business,” in checking and savings 
accounts at eight different St. Louis 
banks under various names, includ- 
ing McDonald, Schachter, and The 
Puff. 

The amounts deposited in banks 
for each of the six years, taxable net 
income for those years, and tax defi- 
ciency for each year, were stated 
by the board as follows: 

1927, deposits, $334,830; taxable 
net, $121.985; deficiency, $21.630. 

1928, deposits, $1,132,227; taxable 
net, $181.319; deficiency, 36,173. 
1929, deposits, $433,414; taxable net, 
$66,294; deficiency, $7523. 

1930, deposits, $67,841; taxable net, 
$17,179; deficiency, $666. 

1931, deposits, $92,316; taxable net, 
$6254; deficiency, $69. 

1932, deposits, $89,043; taxable net, 
$9248; deficiency, $532. 

An official of the Board of Tax 
Appeals said the procedure usually 
followed was to turn the board's 
decision over to the Internal Rev- 
enue Collector in the home district 
of the person involved. The collec- 
tor, they said, then could levy 
against the man’s property. 

Schachter Appeared. 

The Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner originally had maintained 
Schachter owed a total of $114,- 
322.08 for the six years. Schachter 
appealed to the Tax Board, and 
said he had no taxable income for 
those years. : 

The bank deposits on which the 
tax deficiencies were based, Schach- 
ter said then, were not his own,

STUDENT STUDIED 
DISEASE KNOWING — 
IT WOULD KILL HIM 


Stanford University Youth 
Kept Secret Record of Rare 
Ailment Until Death. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25 (AP). 
~The story of Frederick J. Hinds, 
a Stanford University medical stu- 
dent, who kept a secret record of 
a rare disease he knew would kill 
him in two years, was disclosed 
here last night, on the eve of his 
funeral. 

Doctors and students paid tribute 
to the courage of Hinds who died 
of myelogenous jeukemia Sunday, 
one month before his twenty-third 
birthday. 

Nearly two years ago, Hinds 
looked through a microscope in the 
course of routine medical studies 
at a slide of his own blood and 
gave a start of surprise, as clearly 
as if it were written in printed 
words, he read his doom there. 

Quietly he went about verifying 
his diagnosis. He was one of the 
few victims of the disease, in 
which white corpuscles disappear 
from the blood and tissues become 
replaced with bone.marrow, leading 
to a painful death. 

“He took it splendidly,” said Dr. 
Loren R. Chandler, dean of the 
medical school. “He felt that he 
had a job to do, and did it.” 

Up until the last painful weeks, 
when he could no longer work with 
his hands and. look into the micro- 
scope, he kept a record of his own 
case. It was said that.record may 
become invaluable help some day 
in the search for a cure for 
myelogenous luekemia 


PEDESTRIAN RIGHTS 
CONTINUE AFTER 
CHANGE IN LIGHTS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—Pedestri- 
ans crossing streets on traffic light- 
controlled highways have the right 
of way over vehicles, even though 


the light ehanges before the street 
is crossed, according to a ruling 
yesterday by the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn, 
The Court said: 

“One who starts to cross a traf- 
fic light-controlled highway with 
the lights in his favor has the right 
of way over the traffic proceeding 
on that highway until he reaches 
the other side, even though in the 
meantime the traffic lights change.” 

The ruling reversed a trial court 
and directed a new trial of a $15,-

In the 15 years Charles Lee Barr 
was Supply Commissioner or assist- 
ant commissioner for the Board of 
Education, no check was made to 
see how much money the depart- 
ment received from the sale of 
junk, old desks and obsolete or re- 
turned textbooks, inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch .has disclosed. 

Barr was arrested yesterday ‘at 
his home in Cedar Hill, Jefferson 
County, at the request of the Cir- 
cuit Attorney s office. He was tak- 
en to the holdover at Police Head- 
quarters and later released on $5000 
bond, returnable Tuesday before 
Judge Joseph L. Simpson in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 

An auditor’s report has shown 
an apparent shortage of at least 
$11,324 in the department. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Joseph M. 
Walsh said the grand jury will 
probably make an investigation in- 
to. the reported shortage. 

Until the shortages were disclosed 
in Barr’s department, only a super- 
ficial examination was made by the 
board’s auditors of supplies on hand 
in the warehouse at 3431 School 
street. Four men made a rapid 
check of new books on hand, new 
supplies which had not been dis- 
tributed and new and old furniture 
which could be used again. 

However, no check was made of 
supplies which could be sold for 
junk -or of books which had been 
returned by schools because they 
no longer needed them or because 
they had been replaced by newer 
editions. .The Supply Commission- 
er was not even required to report 
receipt of such material. 

Since discovery of irregularities 
in the department, a thorough-go- 
ing check of the five-story ware- 
house has been made for the first 
time in years. Eight men worked 
two weeks in the warehouse, count- 
ing all supplies, including materials 
to be-sold for junk. They: even 
counted such things as chipped 
dishes from the school lunchroom 
which are sold as waste. 

Second .Clerk Needed. 

When another check is made in 
six months or a year, it will be 
possible to tell how much has been 
disposed of. Heretofore it was im- 
possible to determine how much 
had been disposed of during the 
year to rural or parochial schools, 
junk dealers and waste paper 
firms, 

It was assumed that Barr would 
turn over whatever money he ob- 
tained from the sale of junk. Em- 
ployes of the department gave the 
auditors affidavits stating Barr 
handled all the money received 
from such sales. 

Now it has been established that 
money collected from the sale of 
waste materials was not all turned 
over to the Board of Education. In 
one month it was found that re- 
ceipts from only two sales of waste 
materials had been turned over to 
the board, whereas employes in the 
department knew of many more 
sales during that month. 

Investigation also disclosed that 
junk was not even weighed before 
it was hauled away by a purchaser. 
Now that has been changed. All 
junk must be weighed and large 
lots are sold only after bids have

St. Louis who escaped from the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary last April, 
was arrested today in New Orleans, 
La., in connection with a tavern 
burglary in which $1180 and six 


packages of cigarettes were stolen. 
After admitting his identity te 
New Orleans police, Lewis said he 
would not resist extradition to Mis- 
souri. He’ that his health 
had been poor and that he did not 
believe he had long to lve, 

At the time of his escape, Lewis 
added, he had $400 which he had 
saved at the prison. He arrived at 
New Orleans two weeks ago, the 
last of this money gave out and he 
became’ desperate, he said. 

Lewis, who was in the Jefferson 
City penitentiary for the murder of 
Patrolman John McKenna in St. 
Louis in 1916, escaped April 23 by 
walking away, with two other con- 
victs, from a lumber camp at which 
the three had virtual trusty 
status. 

His companions, Christ Herdibu 
and Ted Larue, were captured here 
the next day by police who found 
them hiding in an unused store 
building in the 6100 block of Page 
boulevard. Lewis, who had been 
with them there, escaped. 

Ora Lewis was one of three 
brothers implicated in the murders 
of Patrolmen McKenna and Wil- 
liam Dillon in 1916. He originally 
was sentenced to death for the Mc- 
Kenna murder, but the sentence 
was changed to life imprisonment 
by Gov. Frederick Gardner after 
the 1917 Legislature passed a law 
abolishing capital punishment—a 
law since repealed.

Efforts to turn citizens of Ger- 
man origin out of what was then 
Polish territory increased in vigor. 
German protests lodged with the 
German and Polish minorities com- 
mittee not only remained wunan- 
swered, but were obviously often de- 
liberately opposed by that body. 

Oppression of German nationals 
by local Polish authorities was as- 
suming proportions and the Polish 
press 4n particular was now in an 
increasing measure given a _ free 
hend by the Government to agitate 
against everything German as well 
as against the Reich, 

Agitations in Front of Embassy. 

This agitation was steadily be- 
coming more unbearable. Things 
came to such a pass that anti-Ger- 
man agitations took place every 
day in front of the German Em- 
bassy in Warsaw. On March 21, 
1939, I communicated a warning to 
Lipski, the former Polish Ambassa- 
dor to Berlin, about these matters 
and also declared that a fresh at- 
tempt had to be made to put Polish- 
German relations on the right path. 
On that occasion I once more re- 
peated to Lipski the German pro- 
posal, now universally known, for 
solution of Danzig and the corri- 
dor, actually supplementing it in 
some respects in favor of Polish in- 
terests. At the same time we in- 
vited Beck to Berlin in order to 
establish by joint discussion a basis 
for a comprehensive agreement 
which would clarify German-Polish 
relations for good.

I informed him if that kind of 
thing continued we shortly might 
be faced with a serious situation. 
Germany, I told him, had not yet 
mobilized a single soldier and I ex- 
pressed the hope Poland would rec- 
ognize and follow her present at- 
titude and still be prepared to give 
consideration to Germany's pro- 
posals as soon as the situation had 
calmed down. 

Relations Deteriorating. 

The next day we received news 
of unprecedented excesses commit- 
ted against Germans in Bromberg 
(Bydgoszcz). Thereupon I once 
more summoned the Polish Ambas- 
sador and told him I had not only 
to my regret received information 
of the rejection of the German pro- 
posal by Poland but also that re- 
lations between the two countries 


For a further period of six 
months Germany watched Poland 


of thousands of refugees during 
these months are tangible proof of 
such action. 
She watched the oppression, men- 
acing by military forces and eco- 
nomic strangulation of Danzig. The 
tone adopted by the Polish Govern- 
ment toward Germany grew more 
aggressive, culminating toward the 
end of August in unveiled provoca- 
tions and frontier violations fa- 
miliar to all. 

It was only after a final warning 
on the part 6f Germany addressed 
to the Polish Government in, the 


very serious situation—a warning 
which the Polish Government again 
ariswered by impudence and threats 
of war—and after Polish troops be- 
gan to invade the Reich that the 
Fuehrer struck the first blow. 
Collapse of Poland. 

Only three weeks of this cam- 
paign—and the whole structure of 
the Polish state collapsed like a 
house of cards. The Reich will now 
see to it that in territories lying 
within its sphere of interest a new 
partition giving justice to actual 
cenditions shall take place and a 
real state of peace be restored, 

Two European Powers, Germany 
and Russia, will now for all time 
guarantee the maintenance of law 
and order and security in Eastern 
Europe. 

Since Jan. 30, 1933, the aim of 
Germany’s foreign policy has been 
to abolish the Treaty of Versailles 
and its consequences. 

From the outset the Fuehrer did 
his utmost to carry out necessary 
revisions by peaceful methods. In 
this, except for the Polish prob- 
lems, he was completely successful. 

Whether it was reintroduction of 
compulsory military service, reoc- 
cupation of the Rhineland, rein- 
corporation of Austria and the 
Sudetenland or the establishment 
of a protectorate in Bohemia and 
Moravia—in each case the Fuehrer 
left nothing undone in order to set- 
tle by means. of negotiations ques- 
tions which had to be solved sooner 
or later if grave conflict was to be 
avoided. 

Why Hitler Acted. 

It was only when tne Fuehrer 
realized that these methods car- 
ried him no further that he had re- 
course to deeds. Without doubt, it 
is an achievement unparalleled in 
history that anybody without shed- 
ding blood should have succeeded 
in finding a solution reasonably 
satisfactory to all concerned for the 
difficult problems artificially cre- 


to clear up the situation. In view 
of the peculiar Polish attitude in 
connection with certain questions, 
I wished to prevent the Fuehrer 
from gaining the impression Po- 
land simply did not want to come 
to an understanding. On March 
26 Lipski then brought me an an- 
swer to the German offer in the 
form of a memorandum which 
amounted to complete rejection of 
the Fuehrer’s general proposal, In- 
credible though it may seem, it 
nevertheless is a fact that the 
Polish Ambassador told me that 
further pursuit of Germany’s plans 
regarding the political reunion of 
Danzig with the Reich would mean 
war with Poland. 
Blames Britain. 

When I replied, dumbfounded, 
that after all the German proposal 
was made with the intention of es- 
tablishing permanent and friendly 
relations between the two nations 
rather than with a view of bring- 
ing about a German-Polish conflict 
and that the answer of the Warsaw 
Government was wholly incompre- 
hensible to me, the Ambassador 
was unable to advance any  ex- 
planation. The invitation we had 
extended to Beck to come to Ber- 
lin was answered by what amount- 
ed to a point-blank refusal, whereas 
at the time the astonishing atti- 
tude adopted by Poland toward the 
Fuehrer’s exceptional offer ap- 
peared to me to be somewhat pe- 
culiar. We ow have the solution 
to the riddle before our eyes: Brit- 
ain was at the back of it! Today 
we know that at that time already 
negotiations for a guarantee pact 
with Britain were under way. 

That is the only explanation for 
the strange and historically so un- 
believably short-sighted attitude 
adopted by the Polish Government. 
Not only in the diplomatic but also

British Opposition. 

In particular this applies to Brit- 
ain. In the astonishing failure to 
recognize the natural dynamic qual- 
ities of the German Reich, the vi- 
tality of the German’ people and 
above all the determination and 
creative force of the Fuehrer, Brit- 
ain has during recent years with 
unparalleled tenacity attempted to 
oppose every step undertaken by 
Germany in her foreign affairs. 
This is all thé more astounding 


laid before the British Prime Min- 


The main points contained in 
these offers were as follows: ‘ 
Firstly: An Anglo-German naval 
agreement at the ratio of 35-100. 

Secondly: Permanent inviolabil- 


ity of the countries situated be-| 


tween Germany and Great Britain, 
Holland, Belgium and France. 
Thirdly: Respect of British in- 
terests throughout the word by 
Germany and respect of German 
interests in Eastern Furope by 
Britain: 3 
Fourthly: A close alliance be- 
tween the two countries under 
terms of which Germany would re- 


sistance from Britain but would at 
any time on her part be prepared 
to place her fleet and a 
number of divisions at the dis- 
posal of Britain for the defense of 
her empire. ? 

Britain refused this offer and 
since then missed no opportunity 


since from the outset Germany on 
her part made. every conceivable 
effort to establish reasonable rela- 
tions with the Western democra- 
cies, namely France and Britain. 
I know all details and have myself 
witnessed the unequaled patience 
wherewith the Fuehrer again and 
again tried to achieve a lasting un- 
derstanding with France and more 
especially with Britain. 

In the summer of 1933, for ex- 
ample, a personal meeting was ar- 
range between the Fuehrer and 
(Edouard) Daladier, who was then, 
as he is now, the French Premier. 
The object of this meeting was to 
clear up Franco-German relations 


agreement. The Fuehrer was full 
of the ideal of an understanding, 
with France but at the last moment 
the French Premier canceled the 
meeting. A few. weeks later he 
was no longer Premier. The rea- 
sons for his dismissal were osten- 
sibly connected with internal poli- 
tics. In Paris it was common 
knowledge that Britain alone was 
responsible for his fall, At that 
time, Britain regarded this man, 
who was a son of the people and 
an ex-service man, as a potential 
danger since it seemed as if ne 
might come to an understanding 
with Adolf Hitler, who was also a 
son of the people and an ex-service 
man. 

Renewed German Efforts. 

It would not do for Germany and 
France to comé together. From 
the angle of British policy with its 
system of sowing discord between 
the two nations and profiting there- 
by, this would be quite inadmissi- 
ble. When I saw Daladier last 
year in Munich and reminded him 
of this incident in 1933 and pointed 
out to him how advantageous such 
a meeting would have been in pro- 
moting understanding between our 
two countries, he answered with a 
gesture that spoke volumes: “You 
don’t have to tell me that.” In 
spite of this, Germany still made 
many further efforts since then 
to achieve an understanding with 
France. 

In this connection I ought to 
mention that sometime in 1933 I 
was present when a member of the 
British Embassy in Paris re 
proached the French because their 
Government had not yet waged a 
preventive war against Germany on 
account of her rearmament, 

Britain, he said, had done her 
utmost but had been unable to 
persuade the French Government 


and to conclude an armaments} 


of giving the Fuehrer to under- 
stand through the medium of re- 
sponsible British Cabinet ministers, 
politicfans and members of Parlia- 
ment as well as by the press, that 
she does not care for Germany’s 
friendship 

In spite of this the Fuehrer, with 
unexampled persistance and tenac- 
ity, renewed his efforts which were 
as much the outcome of his per- 
sonal sympathies as his convictions 
with regard to racial kinship. And 
only after he had again doné all 
that was humanly possible was he 
forced to accept the fact that Brit- 
ain would have none of it. 

Naturally enough the Fuehrer 
then drew the obvious conclusion 
from the British attitude and from 
itthen on based Germany’s foreign 
policy on the sober realization of 
political actualities. In so doing 
he attached special importance to 
the countries whose interests coin- 
cided with those of Germany’s. | 


Value of Natidnal Friendship. 


Rapprochement with these coun- 
tries was sought, and their friend- 
ship secured. In this way true and 
sincere friendship arose between 
Germany on the one hand and the 
Italian Empire in the Mediter- 
ranean, and Japan in the Far Hast 
on the other hand. 

In the’ past this friendship has 
promoted coincident interests of 
those countries and it will in the 
future prove a valuable guarantee 
of an equitable and .- reasonable 
world order. 

The spirit of National Socialism 
and Fascism and the personal 
friendship between the Fuehrer and 
Il Duce were decisive factors in 
this development. Soviet Russia 
has recently also joined the ranks 
of the states which are friengly 
toward Germany. 

As the Fuehrer said in his last 
Reichstag speech, conclusion of the 
German-Russian non-aggressioon 
pact and later the. friendship pact 
meant a complete change in Ger- 
man foreign policy. 

The previous traditional friendly 
relationship which brought the two 
great peoples such blessings and 
good fortune has now been restored 
and there is every reason to hope 
that this friendship will grow still 
closer. Living spaces of these two 
Powers, like their natural require- 
ments, border on each other but 
they do not overlap. 

Any territorial disputes between 
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We will probably soon 
reach the previous record turn- 
over. 

As regards the inner structures 
of the two states, they are un- 
doubtedly different. 


Friendship With Russia. 
During my visit to Moscow as 
well as on my return to Germany 
I noticed with satisfaction to what 
extent the natural conditions fa- 
vorable to Russo-German friend- 
ship have long been firmly rooted 
in both of thése peoples. The non- 
aggression pact and the friendship 
pact today are undoubtedly popu- 
lar with both peoples, It is really 
quite amazing to learn what re- 
markable lengths the British propa- 
ganda will go in order to conceal 
from the British public the signifi- 
cance of the R rman rap- 
prochement. 

The bunglers responsible for Brit- 
ish propaganda should choose other 
subjects than German-Russian 
friendship. Russo-German relations 
finally have been established on a 
clear basis and Germany and 
Soviet Russia are determined still 
further to strengthen their friend- 
ly and neighborly relations.. 

As far as Germany’s relations 
with America are concerned, there 
is no possibility of any difference 
ever arising between the two coun- 
tries. On the contrary, Germany is 
precisely the country among all 
other which has most faithfully 
observed and respected the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

Germany has no interests to 
stand up for on the entire Ameri- 
can continent unless it be to de- 
velop as extensive trade as possible 
with all states on that continent. 

No Dispute With U. 8S. 

It requires an almost morbid 
imagination to conceive of any dif- 
ference or dispute between America 
and Germany which might ever 
lead to conflict between these two 
peoples. The German has noth- 
ing against the American and the 
American nothing against the Ger- 
man. 

Although British propaganda con- 
tinually tried to throw the seeds 
of discord between America and 
Germany we in Germany are firmly 
convinced the common sense of the 
American gradually sees through 
this game and realizes where the 
real interests lie and that both peo- 
ple—in the long run—will profit 
by mutual friendship. 

Britain of all countries, has every 
reason to be extremely cautious in 
the use of this sort of propaganda, 
for while Germans always respect- 
ed the Monroe Doctrine, the ex- 
istence of many British colonies, 
possessions, coaling stations, naval 
bases, étc., on the American con- 
tinent is a constant infringement

British Arms Program. 

But why did he do that? The 
answer is to be found first in the 
speech which Mn Chamberlain 
made after returning to Londons 
carrying in one hand the olive 
branch of peace while with the 
other he presented the British na- 
tion with a gigantic armament pro- 
gram. 

In other words, Chamberlain who 
had hoped by threats of war to dis- 
suade Germany from insisting on 
her just demands for liberation of 
her Sudeten Germans, did not carry 
out his threat for the simple reason 
that Britain was not sufficiently 
prepared.

possible for the Government at 
their discretion to start a war 
against Germany at whatever mo- 
ment seemed propitious. 

This would have to be done in 
such a manner that the war mon- 
gers, who form the British Gov- 
ernment, would not have to hold 
back under the pressure of their 
own people; that is to say, it would 
be necessary to find a pretext 
which would allow the British Gov- 
ernment to make the grounds for 
war appear so compelling that 
every Englishman would feel that 
to yield would be incompatible with 
the honor of his country. 

By the guarantee to Poland, 
Chamberlain created such a situa- 
tion. That this guarantee was only 
a pretext is quite obvious from the 


recent official declaration of the | 


British Government in Parliament. 
That guarantee was aimed solely 
against Germany. Great Britain 
was not concerned with seeing that 
the Polish state was not harmed, 
but solely with the potential mili- 
tary assistance that the country 
might supply against Germany. 
Reversal of Policy. 

By this guarantee which pledged 
her to give immediate and unlim- 
ited support to Poland, Great Brit- 
ain abandoned the age-old founda- 
tions of her continental policy. 
Whereas in 1936 even such an ad- 
mitted Germanophobe as Sir Austin 
Chamberlain had declared England 
would not move a finger for the 
Polish Corridor and emphasized 
England had no interest in the 
corridor, his brother now mort- 
gaged England’s armed assistance 
for this capital injustice commit- 
ted against Germany at Versailles 

This policy, which at first would 
appear insane, can only be under- 
stood as an expression of Britain's 
consistent determination under all 
circumstances and in the not too 
distant future to provide herself 
with a pretext for striking at Ger- 
many. 

The consequences of this cooly- 
calculated British policy were quick 
to appear, and you, fellow country-

‘of the Polish conflict. On the same 
day the Havas (French) News 
Agency published the assent of the 
'French Government to this Italian 
peace plan. 
| Although Germany also assented,

'the plan was refused in the course 
lof the afternoon by the declaration 
‘of British Foreign Secretary Lord 
‘Halifax. It is indeed shattering 
proof of his bad consciousness that 
'Mr. Chamberlain, the British Prime 
‘Minister, has the face to lay the 
sabotage of Mussolini's peace plan 
‘at Germany’s door. 

| However, the British Government 
ishowed its true face and their de- 
‘termination to destroy the German 
people, when they refused the gen- 
‘erous peace offer which the Fuehrer 
‘made to Britain in his speech be- 
‘fore the Reichstag Oct. 6 and 
i'through their speaker—British 
‘Prime Minister Chamberlain—re- 
plied with insults which aroused 
‘profound indignation throughout 
‘the German people.

Widespread British Imperialism. 

If I were to read out to you a list 
enumerating the people dominated 
by Britain, I should have to keep 
you here at least for an hour 

r. 

In India, for example, apart from 
290,000,000 natives in various prov- 
inces of the colony, there are 562 
Indian principalities under British 
sovereignty. There is no region on 
earth over which the British flag 
is not flown in opposition to the 
will of the people concerned, or 
where the path of British imperial- 
ism is not marked by violence, 
despoilation and lies. 

In this manner incalculable 
riches have been stored up by Great 
Britain in the course of a century. 
Only Britain therefore can be re- 
proached with striving for world 
domination. Such an accusation 
against Germany is simply pre- 
posterous, especially if it comes 
from an Englishman. 

The Fuehrer has repeatedly and 
explicitly defined the strictly lim- 
ited aims of German foreign policy. 
They must be summarized in a few 
words: to safeguard the life and 
future of the German people within 
its natural, living space; to secure 
for each German citizen an ade- 
quate standard of living and to en- 
able him to develop his cultural life. 

Fighting for Upper Class. 

The British Government is fight- 
ing for capitalistic interests and 
luxuries of the upper class, while 
the working masses are struggling 
day in and day out for their § ex- 
istence and social betterment. The 
aim of the National Socialist Gov- 
ernment on the other hand is to en- 
sure daily bread for each of their 
80,000,000 fellow countrymen. But 
it is precisely this most fundamen- 
tal right of any nation that Brit- 
ain is opposing. 

And what is the result of these 
six and one-half years of German 
foreign policy? 

The process of consolidating the 
German Reich in Europe has now 
been completed. Wrongs contained 
in the Treaty of Versailles have 
been righted. Owing to the reor- 
ganization of Eastern Europe, Ger- 
many has sufficient space for many 
generations of settlers and she is 
at present endeavoring to gather 
and unite within that space all 
those small scattered groups of 
German descent in Europe for 
whom resettlement is possible. 

Germany thus is creating orderly 
and final ethnographic conditions 
and frontiers, and.by this large- 
scale resettlement removing’ the 
possibility of future conflict, “The 
frontiers of the Reich to the north, 
east, south and west are now final- 
ly established. 

As the Fuehrer repeated in his 
last speech in the Reichstag, Ger- 
many has no claims on France and 
Britain, with the exception of 
restitution of Germany’s former 
colonial possessions, that is to say, 
the field for colonial activity which 
generally is accepted as due a great 
power. The folly of the Treaty of 
Versailles has been wiped out and 
stable conditions have been estab- 
lished in Europe. That is nobody’s 
work but the Fuehrer’s. 

War of Life and Death. 

The Very moment when all con- 
ditions necessary for the establish- 
ment of an enduring European 
peace are fulfilled, has beén chosen 
by the British Government to start 
a war of life and death between 
the British and German peoples. 

In so doing, the British Govern- 
ment are playing a dangerous 
game with the future of their em- 
pire. If the British Government 
continue in this policy which, when 
we bear in mind the interests of 
all mankind, can only be described 
as criminal, they will go down in 
history as the grave diggers of the 
British Empire. 

That such a development would 
be in the interest neither of Ger- 
many nor of the British nation, is 
apparently of no importance in this 
small clique of unscrupulous gam- 
blers and narrow-minded doctrin- 
aires, who with unparalleled dilet- 
tantism are leading their people 
into the abyss. When the British 
Ambassador visited me for the last 
time early in September, my part- 
ing words to him were that it 
would one day be recorded in the 
annals of world history as an his-

From his last speech 
in Commons, in which, with a mix- 
ture of artlessness, British arrog- 
ance and schoolmaster-like self- 
sufficiency, he rejected the Fueh- 
rer’s offer, I should like to pick 
out one single point which will re- 
veal the utter falsity, hypocrisy and 
dilettantism of the present British 
Government. I refer to the asser- 
tion that Germany and her Fuehrer 
broke faith and that it therefore 
no longer was possible to trust a 
single word Germany says. 

We have repeatedly had to listen 
to such statements from the mouths 
of inane British chatterers. 

Hypocrisy and Stupidity. 

When one considers what the 
Fuehrer has done to consolidate 
European conditions, this accusa- 
tion of broken faith coming from 
a British Cabinet Minister is not 
only the height of hypocrisy, but, 
above and beyond that, a piece of 
gross stupidity. 

The object of letting the “honor- 
able” British Parliament defame 
the Fuehrer is to estrange outright 
and decent German people from 
their leader. But in this respect, 
members of the British Parliament 
have made one more flagrant mis- 
take, for today the German nation 
is Adolf Hitler and Adolf Hitler 
is the German nation. Chamber- 
lain’s accusation of breach of faith, 
therefore, affects everyone of these

but enthusiastically . acclaimed 
every step and every action the 
Fuehrer has taken to liberate them 
from the fetters of Versailles and 
they take strong exception to such 
British insolence. Furthermore we 
absolutely dispute the fight of 
Britain as perpetrator of the evils 
of Versailles to. pass judgment on 
any action taken by Germany in 
recent years.” , 

Now that we are discussing 
breach of faith I state this as the 
unanimous opinion.of the German 
people: the greatest bréach of faith 
of all tirne was perpetrated against 
the German people in 1919 after the 
armistice was declared. Britain in- 
stigated this breach of faith as 
prominent Britons have been forced 
to admit. 

Cites Recent Incidents. 

To prove to you that no’ British 
statesman has the right ever to 
utter the words “breach of faith,” 
I will now lay before you a few 
instances drawn from the recent 
history of the British empire. 

In the Treaty of London in 1915 
Britain promised Italy in the event 
of extension of British and French 
possessions in Turkey, Asia or 
Africa she should receive cor- 
responding compensation in the 
Near East and Africa. But what 
did Britain actually do? 

She broke her word to Italy in 
a most disgraceful manner and 
subsequently tried to console her 
with a few thorny thickets in the 
desert of Jubaland. It was left to 
the genius of Il Duce, acting again 
in violent opposition to Britain, to 
procure these compensations for 
Italy in 1936 by virtue of his own 
right. 

Example two: In 1915 the British 
Government, speaking through the 
medium of the High Commissioner 
in Egypt, promised the Arabs to 
create an Arab state which was to 
include Arab territory and also 
Palestine. What did the. British 
do? 

An independent Arab state was 
not formed and the famous British 
Col. Lawrence, who had won over 
the Arabs for the British and had 
pledged his word to them on behalf 
of the British, resigned his com- 
mission on account of this breach 
of good faith on the part of his 
country’s Government. 

In this case Britain’s treachery 
was twofold, for despite the pledge 
given the Arabs, Arabian Palestine 
was promised to the Jews on the 
basis ‘of the Balfour declaration 
while war still was in progress, By 
this promise to the Jews the Brit- 
ish intended to win over influential 
Jews to persuade the United States 
of America to come into the war 
against Germany. Thus the British 
Government broke its word twice. 

Pledge to India. 

Example three: On Aug. 20, 1917, 
the British Government offered In- 
dia complete self-government and 
the same Status as other British 
dominions. But this promise, too, 
was shamefully broken and indeed 
today under the cloak of empty 
shams and confessions: is nothing 
more than she was tefore—a Brit- 
ish colony. 

Here you have another case of 
British perfidy! A few days ago, 
so the press informs us, Britain 
renewed her promise of self-govern- 
ment to India. We can safely as- 
sume this promise also will be 
broken. 

During the great war, Britain in- 
curred enormous debts for war sup- 
plies in the United States subject 
to explicit and precise promises of 
payment. What did Britain do? 

Britain simply broke this con- 
tract, did not pay her debts nor 
has she the slightest intention of 
paying the sum of 10 billion (edi- 
tor’s note, whether marks or dol- 
lars was not stated). 

Instead, she is already crying out 
to the United States for credits 
jand assistance and ‘for delivery of 
war supplies to be used once more 
against Germany. Today again as 
in the great war unscrupulous per- 
sons are eager to earn their pound 
of flesh by such credits. It will 
be interesting to see whether the 
American people, who then were 
forced to shoulder British war 
debts, will be equally inclined to 
burden themselves with new and 
wholly useless sacrifices for the 
benefit of a few parasites and to 
see their standard of living low- 
ered. 
Anti-German Agitation. 

Example five: On Sept, 30, 1938, 
Mr. Chamberlain at his own urgent 
request signed an agreement with 
the Fuehrer which was an expres- 
sion of the desire felt by both coun- 
tries never again to wage war 
against one another. But what did 
Mr. Chamberlain do?’ Mr. Cham- 
berlain broke this agreement. Only 
a few days after concluding it, he 
permitted the most unbridled anti- 
German war agitation to break out 
in London, he. preached rearma- 
ment in every possible form, him- 
self participated in the agitation, 
and, as a direct breach of the 
Munich agreement, declared war on 
Germany Sept. 3, 1939. 

These examples of British per- 
fidy are selected from recent times. 
But in actual fact, every stage in 
the development of the British Em- 
pire during the last few centuries 
is marked by countless cases of 
breach of faith.

DR. W. W. GRAVES 
HONORED FOR STUDIES 


St. Louis Medical Society Pre- 
sents Award for Physician’s 
33 Years of Research. 


Dr. William Washington Graves 
was honored last night by the St. 
Louis Medical Society for his 33 
years of research work at St. Louis 
University on shoulder blades of 
individuals and other — inherited 
characteristics which may give 
clews to resistance to disease. 

Dr. Graves, professor of neuro- 
psychiatry, received a gold medal 
and certificate of merit. Only two 
other members of the society have 
been similarly honored since the 
award was established in 1926, Dr. 
Evarts A. Graham and Dr, Ed- 
ward A. Doisy. 

The work of Dr. Graves was 
summed up by Dr. Joseph Grindon 
Sr. in this fashion: “The broad con- 
clusion of all this laborious re- 
search is that there exist certain 
definite variations in anatomical 
structure, classifiable into types, 
easily discoverable or even obvious 
in the living, which may be ac- 
cepted, if not singly, then at least 
as factors, pointing to the biologi- 
cal makeup of the individual, and 


therefore to the degree of his re- 
sistance to the noxa (harmful in- 
fluences) which assail every living 
thing.” 

Member for 50 Years. 
Dr. Graves, 74 years old, has been 
a member of the medical society 
for more than 50 years, and was 
president in 1922. He was one of 
the pioneers in the use of the X-ray 
and, unaware of the potential dan- 
gers, suffered effects which many 
others sustained at that time, Dr. 
Alphonse McMahon, president of 
the society, said in making the 
presentation. 
“His research problem, the study 
of which has engrossed him for the 
greater part of his professional life, 
was carried on with great personal 
sacrifice and with no _ financial 
aid,” Dr. McMahon continued. 
“In the 30 years of active re- 
search work he has spent six full 
years away from clinical practice, 
delving into the mysteries of his 
subject. As he has expressed it, 
‘I spend my spare time among 
bones, and my diversion consists 
of the study of scapulae (shoulder 
blades)’. He has examined in the 
course of this study over 18,000 
scapulae, a fact which gives him 
permission to speak with author- 
ity on a subject of which he is the 
master. 
“Deep interest in his subject has 
led him into practically all the 
large anatomical laboratories of the 
country and his efforts have stim- 
ulated investigation in this field 
throughout the world.” In 1925 
Dr. Graves delivered the Hender- 
son lecture at the University of 
Edinburgh. 

Dr. Graves’ Response. 
In his response, after receiving 
the award, Dr. Graves said: “I have 
found joy in the practice of medi- 
cine—joy in research, and, many 
years ago, in both experimental] and 
clinical research on roentgen rays, 
- Sydenham’s chorea and on syph- 
ilis. 
“It is not for these earlier ef- 
forts that the St. Louis Medical 
Society has conferred upon me the 
certificate of merit and the gold 
medal for scientific accomplish- 
ments. But it is for the classi- 
fication of human and other mam- 
malian scapulae, for the discovery 
of the age-incidence principle of 
investigation and for the applica- 
tion of the classification and the 
principle to studies of inherited

French Army Not Tested. 


How can France, with her Mag- 
inot line as strong as ever, call it 
a day? Her army, probably the 
finest in Europe, has not been 
tested. In its seven weeks at the 
front it has been engaged in no 
major battle. It has not been 
ealled upon to defend “La Patrie” 
against invasion. It has stood upon 
the merest fringe of enemy soil. 
Its air force has done no more than 
skirmish with German adversaries. 
Not a German bomb has fallen on 
French soil. 

War correspondents, Americans 
and others, assigned to the West- 
ern front, have looked in vain for 
military operations in progress.

Congress, in response to public opin- 
ion, outlined a policy of neutrality to be | 
followed by this country during a war | 
abroad. The keystone of this neutrality | 


ment of literature on a plane of “keeping up with the 
Joneses,” a good many readers*simply could not 
ignore this “important” book. They had to read it 
just as they read “Gone With the Wind” and 
“Anthony Adverse.” 

But it is to be hoped that they were in the minority. 
Many persons certainly read this latter day “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” with mounting indignation and an out- 
raged sense of justice. They finished the book with 
a shudder, but it was all too easy to change the 
shudder to a shrug. California is far away. 

California’s distance does not make the “Okies” 
any less real, and the fact that a book has been writ-, 
ten about their burdens does not make them any 
less heavy. Further, they are just a small facet of the 
problem that threatens to twist our social and eco- 
nomic systems out of all accustomed shape. In spite 
of the incipient war boom, we still have almost 10,- 
000,000 unemployed and their dependents to worry 
about—even in our coziest suburbs. Right. down in 
Jefferson County, the tiff miners have been deprived 
of their livelihood by machinery and a falling market. 
And here in St. Louis, the Board of Aldermen has 
just warned that we are facing a new relief crisis. 

There is no escaping these unpleasant domestic 
realities in the war news. In fact, that very .war 
news ought to make us more conscious of our obli- 
gations. If Hitler can at this time move thousands 
of Tyrolese and Balts from their ancient homesteads 
into crowded Germany, why cannot we find a way 
of transplanting portions of our population so that 
all may have an opportunity to earn a decent living? 

However, while the Farm Security Administration 
is making a gallant if rather inadequate effort to 
cope with the distress of the migratory workers in 
the West, we are still far from even a stop-gap 
solution of the whole problem. In the case of the 
tiff miners, for example, the FSA made an investiga- 
tion, only to find that they were the victims of an 
industrial dislocation and, so outside its province. 
The WPA made an investigation, only to find that 
its rules precluded it from being of assistance. So, 
while the State Social Security Commission issued 
some emergency relief checks at the rate of ap- 
proximately $1 a week, the relief agencies excuse 
themselves with the half-hearted suggestion that the 
miners, if they happen to have a bit of land, might 
raise some vegetables—at this time of year! 

Just about everything worth saying about neutrality 
legislation has been said in the Senate, and the 
House has been merely twiddling its thumbs while 
awaiting its chance to repeat the embargo debate. 
There is no reason why both chambers should not 


take up the task of revising rules that keep relief 


from those who need it most. 

Urgently as it may be needed, relief is only a 
first step. A new attack must be made on the 
long-range phase of the problem. 

For Mr. Steinbeck’s readers this is all very dis- 
turbing and distressing. Something ought to be 
done, they agree, but what? Just this: some clear 
thinking and hard work. The effect of the greatest 
editorial of the year must not be dissipated in an 
emotional jag. Active support can be given to those 
who are trying to deal realistically with this very 
grim reality, It .would be an altogether marvelous 
thing, for example, if Mr. Steinbeck’s readers were to 
write a tenth as many letters as Father Coughlin’s 
listeners have poured into the Capitol. 

This is more than a matter of humanitarianism. 
Considering the political dynamite in the situation, 
unless we find jobs for the jobless, our traditional 
idea of the American way of life will be only a 
souvenir of a happier day. 
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Senator Clark of Missouri has added this plank 
to his platform: “If there’s any praying to be done

for the King of England, let George do it.” 
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MUST THE WRITING ROOM BE CLOSED? 

For 25 years, the public writing room at Central 
Library has been a haven for many persons. The 
under-privileged and destitute, the unemployed, the 
youths stranded in a strange city, have found it a 
quiet retreat where they might write their applica- 
tions for work or their letters to friends and rela- 
tives. For the greater part of these persons, simi- 
lar facilities were available nowhere else. News that 
the writing room will be closed Nov. 1, for reasons of 
economy, represents a real deprivation for the many 
individuals—500 to 2000 of them each month—who 
have been using its services. 

The Public Library’s funds have been sharply di- 
minished by the shrinkage in city tax returns, and 
economies are necessary. But couldn’t they be effect- 
ed in some phase of the library’s work where a 
trivial saving would not mean hardship to so many 
needy persons? The salary of the custodian has been 
only $75 a month; other costs are not great. 

The library’s directors would be well advised to 
reconsider their decision. 
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Let’s not discount Herr Von Ribbentrop too quick- 
ly. Remember he used to be a champagne salesman, 
and anyone who could sell German champagne must 
have something on the ball.

STORM ON ART HILL. 

The St. Louis branch of the American Artists’ 
Congress has roused another tempest atop storm- 
scarred Art Hill with a demand on Mayor Dickmann 
for the appointment of a citizens’ committee to study 
and reshape the fundamental policies of the City Art 
Museum’s Board of Control. : 

Present board policies—and especially those of 
Louis LaBeaume, its president, who has taken the 
museum as a personal fief and wants in its director 
only an acquiescent “yes man”—are rapidly making 
a mausoleum of the place, according to the artists, 
and are directly responsible for the resignation of 
Meyric Rogers as its director, 

A citizens’ committee, with the help of expert ad- 
vice, might once more restore this people’s museum 
to the people, the artists believe, It might find space 
on its walls for the works of contemporary artists, 
and especially those concerned with the local scene. 
It might provide music, movies and lectures by per- 
sons of standing. It might enter into reciprocal 
agreements with other museums and so bring many 
excellent travelihg exhibits to St. Louis. It might 
also arrange for downtown displays—say in a re- 
furbished Old Courthouse. In short, it would make 
the museum interesting and available to all St. Louis. 

There can be no more question that St. Louis 
wants such a museum than there can be about Mr. 
LaBeaume’s sincerity.. Whether or not a citizens’ 
committee is appointed, it is also clear that such a 
museum can result only from the closest co-operation 
between its board and its director. And the board 
must have public confidence. Therefore Mr. La- 
Beaume and his associates could come to no wiser 
decision in this issue than to take the people of St. 
Louis into their confidence, telling them of their 
policies and their plans. 

The alternative is political interference. If the 
board fails to convince the people that it is striving 


‘to meet their desires, then it will only be a matter 


of time before some spoilsman. will find an oppor- 
tunity to take over the museum and its funds—in the 
public interest, of course. And that is the only fate, 
worse than domination by an aloof and unresponsive 
board, that can befall a people’s museum, 
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AFRAID OF A WORD? 

Returning from Europe, Dr. Nathan C: Leites, Uni- 
versity of Chicago political scientist, reported that 
the French feeling toward the war is one of profound 
revulsion. People, he said, can barely bring them- 
selves to use the grim three-letter word. 

Ivor Brown, writing in the Manchester Guardian, 
observes a similar reticence in England. All man- 
ner of circumlocutions are being used, whether it be 
in Whitehall or Cheapside. War weddings, the post- 
ponement of meetings of learned societies and gov- 
ernmental activities aré all being explained with the 
long-winded delicacy. One hears talk of “the inter- 
national situation,” but not of “war.” 

There has long been implanted in mankind, Brown 
observes, a belief that we may avert the worst by 
giving it a good, or at least a less evil, name, Thus 
the Greeks described the Avenging Furies as the 
Kindly Ones. By the same token, are the English and 
the French unconsciously seeking to avert all the 
horrors of bombs, shells and gas by a bit of wishful 
thinking? Are they trying to make.themselves be- 
lieve that it is not a war as long as they do not 
call it one?

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THE MOTOR CAR: HOUSEHOLD NECESSITY. 

The automobile industry doubtless doesn’t ordi- 
narily look to the Bureau of Labor Statistics in Wash- 
ington for sales co-operation, but the Government 
bureau has just come along with a pertinent and 
timely bit of help. For the official word, based on a 
broad survey, is that the motor car ranks fourth 
among the wants of the average American city fam- 
ily, subordinate only to the three essentials of life: 
food, clothing and shelter. 

About the time motoring goggles and linen dusters 
went out, motor salesmen ceased laboring under the 
handicap of pushing a luxury product. The paved 
highway, the lure of outdoor sports and tours, the 
decentralization of cities and the urge to individual 
rapid transit now have converted their wares into a 
necessity, The Government finding really isn’t news 
any more, But if any doubtful prospect, confronted 
by motordom’s glistening masterpieces at the current 
show, is so old-fashioned as to wonder if he would be 
justified in buying a car, a clipping of the Washing- 
ton dispatch should be clinching evidence that, by 
popular vote, it’s virtually impossible nowadays to 
keep house without one.

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_ THE WARNING OF MANTENO. 

It seems clear now that the seepage of sewage into 
the water supply was the cause of the horrible 
typhoid epidemic which has taken 61 lives at the 
[illinois State Hospital for the mentally ill, at Man- 
teno, near Kankakee. A culture made from one of 
the four wells which supplied the hospital with water 
contained the typhoid bacillus, and the managing of- 
ficer, Dr. Ralph T. Hinton, has testified before a 
Coroner’s jury in a sample. case that he believes the 
contamination to have been of that character. 

The hospital at Manteno is not a ramshackle af- 
fair. On the contrary, it is the newest of Ilinois’ 
institutions for insanity cases. Begun in 1930, it 
is still under construction, Its 100 or more buildings 
house more than 5200 patients—a small city by itself. 
Until last July, no typhoid cases had developed there. 
With the start of the epidemic, every patient and 
employe was treated with hypodermic injections of 
killed typhoisi, water was heavily chlorinated and 
patients and suspects isolated. Yet the disease con- 
tinued to make gains until the peak was reached 
in mid-September, 

This experience at Manteno is a warning to all 
State institutions that their water supplies cannot be 
too carefully guarded,

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California’s “‘Hot Money’’ Panacea 


Latest $30-every-Thursday plan, to be voted on Nov. 7, will bank- 
rupt the State, financial writer says; it will wreck public credit and 
add vast tax burden; promoters, reaping rich profit from gullible 
aged, will continue to gain whether or not the scheme is adopted.

ALIFORNIANS last fall voted down the 

$30-every-Thursday pension plan for per- 

sons over 50. But they must vote on it 
again Nov. 7, because a million petitioners 
have forced another attempt to put the idea 
over. .This new election, in an “off” year, 
will cost the taxpayers $1,000,000, Andin “a 
penny a day” assessments, the gullible old 
folks have given another million to the pro- 
moters of the scheme. : 

It is the same old dream of Utopia. The 
State is to pay the pension with warrants 
usable at face value as money. Every week 
the possessor must fix 2 cents in tax stamps 
for each $1 of face value, this being an in- 
centive to spend rather than save the money. 
At the end of the year, the warrant is to be 
redeemed out of the $1.04 thus collected. 
Most monetary authorities insist that no 
one in his right mind will accept money that 
depreciates 2 per cent each week—except 
the pensioner who gets it for nothing. 

If half of the 1,400,000 Californians over 50 
apply for the weekly handout, one billion 
dollars in warrants would be in circulation 
by the end of 1940. Figure it out for your- 
self: 52 weeks times $30 times 700,000 people. 
A billion dollars a year is 22 times what Cali- 
fornia now spends on its old-age pension of 
$35 a month. This present pension, already 
the most liberal in the country, is to be in- 
creased to $40 on Jan, 1. 

* . * 


The “Ham and Eggs” evangels think they 
have their scheme copper-riveted so that 
neither the Governor nor the Legislature, 
not even the Supreme Court, can touch it 
or its administrators, Their amendment to 
the State Constitution sets up an organiza- 
tion under Roy G. Owens (by name), or 
Will H. Kindig, his associate, which will con- 
trol all State funds. No other State author- 
ity may question the administrator's acts, 
and even the people cannot vote him out for 
six months. Yet he may call special elec- 
tions at will, engage in commercial bank- 
ing, appoint assistants and directors and 
fix most of their salaries. If anything in 
this amendment conflicts with the Consti- 
tution, then that part of the Constitution is 
automatically abrogated. 

There are other changes. Last year, the 
plan provided that all State, county and city 
employes must accept half their salaries in 
warrants, The promoters think it was the 
school teachers who beat them, so this year 
that provision is dropped. Which is sup- 
posed to fool the teachers. But since all tax 
collectors are obliged to accept the warrants 
at face value, tax experts predict that, if 
the plan goes into effect, there will not be a 
dollar of real money in State, county, city or 
school district treasuries within a year, and 
public salaries will be paid in warrants or 
not at all, The same goes for purchasing 
supplies, 

In short, the State will be bankrupt. 

Not only bonds of the State and its mu- 
nicipalities have been affected by uncer- 
tainty about the State’s credit, but securities 
of some of its leading industries probably 
reflect the danger in their prices, too. 

Last year, the banks announced that they 
‘would refuse to handle warrants; a stand 
which turned votes against the scheme. So 
this time the amendment authorizes the pen- 
sion dictator to set up a Credit Clearings 
Bank with $50,000,000 My oY Stock is to

Deductions for launching Utopia 
include $200,000 specifically set aside for a 
publicity campaign to “educate the people.” 
The remaining millions-plus are to be used 
to set up a branch of the Credit Clearings 
Bank within 1000 feet of every private bank. 
All State, county, city and district funds 
must be deposited in the new banks, On 
Jan. 1, this year, such funds amounted to 
$345,176,000, a rough measure of the banking 
power which the pension dictator would 
wield. 

It is evident to everyone except the pa- 
thetic believers that the staggering cost of 
such a scheme would come out of the pock- 
ets of everyone, rich or poor, who isn’t a 
pensioner, mostly in hidden taxes on every 
commodity. That is, assuming business men 
would accept the warrants at all. A billion 
dollars a year is $158.72 from every man, 
woman and child in California.

This bizarre proposal to turn the economic 
life of California over to a handful of pro- 
moters seems too preposterous to be taken 
seriously. But the cold fact is that a year 
ago 45 per cent of the voters balloted to do 
just that. The vote was 1,143,670 for the 
pension to 1,398,999 against it. The average 
turnout at a special election is said to be 
only one in three voters. But almost every 
prospective pensioner will be there, so the 
amendment could be carried by default. 

Just as long as deluded old folks, and 
younger folks who hope to get parents off 
their hands, can be induced .to sign initia- 


tive petitions, the scheme can be kept going, } 


and a million-dollar special election held 
every year. And just as long as the old 
folks think they see Elysium almost within 
their grasp, they will continue to give a 
million dollars a year in pennies to their 
leaders. 

So, regardless of the outcome on Nov. 7, 
the “hot money” promoters can’t lose. 
They’re in the money either way—the old 
folks’ money, or the big money.

Frank, a decree published in the 
Government Law Gazette disclosed, 
will exercise entire administrative 
authority over the area and be di- 
rectly responsible to Hitler. 

Named deputy under Frank was 
Arthur Seyz-Inquart, Minister with- 
out portfolio and former Governor 
of Austria.

Surely, no Briton or Frenchman 
can- expect any such military or 
civilian revolt yet—with no reports 
of German defeats to counteract 
the news of German victories in 
Poland, still fresh in the minds of 
the German people. 

British Navy Still Intact. 

The British navy is practically 
intact. Though the Germans have 
scored some spectacular points, 
they are still hopelessly inferior on 
the seas to their arch-enemy. So 
«far they haye not even begun to 
shake the bulldog hold of British 
blockaders. The toll levied on their 
U-boats have been apalling; only 
by intensive building of new under- 
water craft can they hope to off- 
set the losses already sustained by 
their submarine fleet. And where 
are they to get the skilled officers 
and crews necessary for further 
U-boat depredations? 

Nevertheless, despite all these 
considerations, how can Germany 
quit? In Berlin there must still 
be hope that the doctrine of 
chances may not run against the 
fatherland after all, that few 
U-boats and more enemy vessels 
will be sunk, thus redressing the 
balance and justifying further Ger- 
man efforts to break the British 
blockade. 

And what conclusive proof is 
there that the blockade will be suc- 
cessful, even if other dozens of sub- 
marines are destroyed by the Brit- 
ish?

One of the last Government wit- 
nesses was R. J. Neeusen, branch 
manager at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
for the General Motors Acceptance 
Corporation. Neéeusen Was called 
upon to identify and read reports 
from field men of the organization. 
These reports dealt with calls on 
General Motors dealers and told of 
efforts to urge dealers to use Ac- 
ceptance Corporation financing. 

Among the branch managers 
called yesterday to identify similar 
reports was Leo F, Buss of East 
St. Louis. 

The Covernment charged General 
Motors, G. M. A. C. and two other 
subsidiaries, and 17 company Ooffi- 
cers with violating the Anti-Trust 
Act in requiring dealers to assign 
installment financing of automobile 
sales to the corporation’s credit di- 
vision. 

United States District Judge Wal- 
ter C. Lindley denied a moti6n by 
John Thomas Smith, defense coun- 
sel, to dismiss the case on the 
ground that it was unprecedented.

“Our greatest service is a strong 
America to aid the rebuilding of a 
European world which will be tot- 
tering no matter who the victors in 
this war may be. 

“Our greatest service is to put 
our own house in order and main- 
tain true liberty upon this conti- 
nent. For it may be that other- 
wise liberty will sink for centuries 
in the night of despair.” 


U. $..RED CROSS AIDING POLES 


Allots $25,000 for Sick and Wound- 
ed in German Area. - 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross said today 
it had allocated $25,000 for sick 
and wounded Poles under care of 
the German Red Cross in that part 
of Poland now in German hands. 

The American Red Cross also is 
sending two supplies of basic 
drugs, each sufficient to stock a 
hospital for six months, to Ru- 
mania and to Hungary. The drugs 
will be for Polish refugees, as will 
be shipments of 20,000 suits of un- 
derwear, 10,670 blankets and 8000 
yards of muslin cloth.

summer, storing up honey for 

what they evidently believe will 
be their own future use. Man, how- 
ever, does much of the harvesting 
and perhaps sometimes, puts the 
workers themselves on short ra- 
tions. 

If you like your honey in its own 
old-fashioned container, the comb, 
you may sometimes have a choice 
of one or two flavors, but general- 
ly you take what you can get, fla- 
vored by the flowers, from which 
the bees draw the nectar.

Born in the Paris suburb, St. 
Germain en Laye, in 1862, Debussy 
seldom strayed far or long from 
his beloved French capital, Musi- 
cally precocious, he was admitted to 
the Paris Conservatoire at the age 
of 11, took many medals and in 
his twenty-second year won the 
coveted Prix de Rome and spent 
two years in the Italian capital. 
Privation followed young Debussy’s 
return to Paris, with the giving of 
piano lessons, arranging, and en-

ticism, pre-Raphaelism and _  kin- 
dred’ movements in art. He 
thrilled at first under the spell of 
Wagner, only to repudiate him later 
as a realist. 

When he subsequently served as 
a professional critic, Debussy scold- 
ed and admired Liszt for his unde- 
niable beauty and vulgarity.” Bee- 
thoven’s sonatas “are badly written 
for piano.” Mendelssohn is “a facile 
and elegant notary.” Bach is a 
master “who aften indulges in 
gymnastic feats.” Grieg’s music is 
“a pink bonbon stuffed with snow.” 
Adored by Debussy were Chopin, 
Mozart, Moussorgsky. Of poets he 
preferred Baudelaire, Rosetti, Ver- 
laine; Mallarme. Of painters, de 
Chavannes, Pissaro, Renoir, Monet, 
Manet, Van Gogh and our Ameri- 
can Whistler.

Mu- 
sic is not made for realistic ex- 
pression, he said, but should evoke 
only poetical suggestion—*“The 
sound of the sea, curve of the hori- 
zon, wind in the leaves, cry of a 
bird. When I gaze at the marvel- 
ous and everchanging beauty of a 
sunset sky, extraordinary emotions 
fill my sincere and. feeble soul, and 
express themselves in my music.” 
Even his. short songs, and piano 
pieces are such tone pictures, epe- 
cially the familiar and fascinating 
“Clair de Lune.” . 

With the poets, authors, painters 
and musicians at the cafes, Debus- 
sy argued nightly until dawn about 
impressionism, symbolism, roman-

He created a composition that has 
become one of the best beloved in 
all music. In his next orchestral 
essay, three “Nocturnes,” Debussey 
sensitively depicts in tone the sky, 
drifting. dissolving clouds; the rest- 
lessness and-rhythms of a*festive 
throng; the sea, silvery moonbeams 
and the seductive laughter and song 
of passing sirens. In 1905 came 
publication of “The Sea,” voicing 
oceanic immensity, faint horizons, 
glints of light on the waters, day- 
break, winds and waves with the 
coquetry, calm and fury. 
Debussy’s only opera, “Pelleas 
and Melisande” (libretto based on 
the play by Maeterlinck) failing at 
first, now enjoys universal admira- 
tion as the most original stage 
composition since the time of Wag- 
ner. Maeterlinck’s drama so com- 
pletely suited .Debussy’s mystical 
turn of mind and command of 
shadowy and shifting moods that 
he never again found a similar 
story to inspire him. So he re- 
mained a one-opera composer. 
Four women played romantic 
roles in Debussy’s life. Mme, Vas-

nier became infatuated with the 
composer when he was a beardiess 
youth of 19. Next came Gabrielle 
Dupont, known to his friends for 
10 years or so as “The Girl with 
Green Eyes.” Finally he married 
Rosalie Texier, and after divorce, 
Mme, Bardac. To the former he 
dedicated his “Nocturnes”; with 
the latter he has a daughter fond- 
ly nicknamed “Chou-Chou,” for 
whom the “Children’s Corner” was 
composed. 

Those who knew Debussy toward 
the end of his life saw a medium- 
sized, stockily built man with a 
faun-like black beard, curly hair 
falling over one eye, swarthy com- 
plexion, delicate nose. His shoul- 
ders were wide, his legs short. He 
moved and gestured slowly. He 
had keen, black, heavy-lidded eyes. 
He suggested something cat-like in 
his walk. (Indeed, he had a pas- 
sion for cats, even to owning fig- 
ures of them done in porcelain.) 
His distinguishing articles of dress 
were cape coats, and large, broad- 
brimmed hats of the 10-gallon type. 
His favorite cafe was Chez Weber, 
which still exists on the Rue Royale 
in Paris. 

Just after the start of the World 
War, cancer began, Debussy’s fatal 
iliness. Emaciated, his face like 
wax, he described himself as “a 
walking corpse.” The ravages of 
war agonized him mentally ., . 
he had becomc impoverished, He 
still worked, but finally the pen 
dropped from his hand. Four days 
before the notorious Big Bertha 
dropped its killing shell on the 
Church of Saint Gervais, in 1918, 
Debussy breathed his last. He is 
buried in the cemetery at Passy, a 
quarter of Paris near the former 
Trocadero. On his gravestone is 
the simply description: 

“Claude Debussy, Musician Fran- 
cais.” 

One wonders what this mystic 
dreamer and tone poet, were. he 
still alive, might think to see his 
tender and pensive “Reverie” made 
into a popular piece from Tin Pan 
Alley!
